Re: ABC-TV “Good Morning America” Program - August 26, 1976 


Gentlemen: 

My office has received telephone calls and letters protesting the airing of the 
above-mentioned program. The interviewer was David Hartman. I was also 
sent a transcript of a portion of the program. During the interview Mr. Keene 
stated, and Mr. Hartman allowed, that ALL Spiritualists and ALL mediums are 
phonies. 

This remark denigraded an accepted religion and slandered a countless 
number of adherents and practioners. Mediumship was practiced in Bible times 
and we are not defending an individual - but we are protesting and defending 
what has been slandered - a religion and mediumship. 

When Mr. Keene made his remark he did not confine himself to one segment of 
the religion or to any one group with which he may have been familiar, but he 
made a slanderous statement against ALL Spiritualists and ALL Mediums. I 
voice a vigorious protest, not as a medium for I am not one, but as a believer in 
the religion since 1918 and as a representative of an organization which, by Mr. 
Keene's statement has been maligned and slandered. 

I sent a protest to the ABC-TV network and received a reply from Larry M. 
Loeb, General Attorney, which is not satisfactory - thus my protest to the FCC. 

Mr. Loeb assumed that I was referring to the FCC's ''fairness doctrine" which 
requires that broadcasters in covering the discussion of controversial issues of 
public importance must present representative and contrasting viewpoint in 
their overall programming. 

Mr. Loeb assumed correctly. Mr. Hartman allowed certain statements to be 
aired without voicing objection. The ABC-TV station evidently agreed by their 
silence to our protests and request for an apology to be aired. 

I am continuing my protest, loud and long and request that this great injustice 
be corrected by allowing and agreeing that the moral issue involved in this is of 
such nature that it ceased to be moral but downright malicious and slanderous, 
and that an equal opportunity be requested by the FCC to correct the vast 
damage that was created by the ABC-TV network and Mr. Hartman. 

Our organization has a monthly publication called The National Spiritualist 
and this matter is being given notice to the vast number of readers in this country 
and abroad. Mr. Loeb's reply to my letter will be given to our readers; other 
Spiritualist organizations have appealed to us for action, and if this matter is 
ignored by ABC-TV I am certain that there will be far reaching effects. 


We insist on a correction of this Good Morning America program.

Spiritualism is larger than any 
single individual, be he editor, 
officer, or Medium. It cannot be 
listed as the exclusive personal 
property of any one person or 
group of personalities. It can 
never all be compressed into or 
made solely tributary to any one 
publication. 

Monopoly of the channels 
through which it shall be 
presented may be a disturbing 
nightmare of some super- 
ambitious brain, but it can no 
more be realized than the at- 
mosphere, the sunshine, the song 
of birds, the beauty and perfume 
of flowers or the cooling draught 
from nature’s depths can become 
the absolute right of but one 
person. 


An individually owned 
periodical means a manager who 
is not selected by a representative 
body of the vitally involved 
system, and who may exploit 
personally favored people, 
Mediums, societies and policies. 

A privately owned newspaper, 
instead of choosing its policies 
with an eye single to the general 
welfare of a cause, is apt to select 
the ones which will best advance 
its financial interest. In following 
that course it will not hesitate to

use its columns for aiding and 
abetting opponents of the N. S. A., 
and then rely upon wheedling non- 
protesting members of that body 
into its own support by sub- 
scribing for, or purchasing its 
issues. 


The NATIONAL 
SPIRITUALIST will not hesitate 
to mention for the information of 
its readers the existence of other 
deserving publications working 
for the same truths, nor scruple to 
express appreciation of their 
endeavors. Fear of promoting 
their popularity or jealousy of 
their material success will not 
disturb our sanctum. Every such 
one will only achieve that 
degree of prosperity of which its 
dominant spirit and ceaseless 
efforts shall make it worthy. 

The N. S. A. is not the end but an 
aid for propagation of the best 
there is inSpiritualism. The more 
effective the instrument the 
better and larger will be the result 
attained. 

Its own newspaper will become 
its sole official organ. Never 
again will it be obliged to stand for 
the idiosyncrasies of individual 
minds, or for preposterous and 
harmful advertisements simply

Americans inside out and they are

His personal adherents feel that 
his time for final departure should 
have been moved forward cycles 
of years so that his fellow citizens 
of the civilized world might have 
longer profited by his forceful 
expressions of positive con- 
victions upon many of the vital 
questions of the present period 
that can never be finally and fully 
settled until determined by just 
dealings between all classes and 
nations of mankind. 

The sudden stilling of ranting 
misrepresentations of envious 
lesser minds in the ranks of his 
own political party and the quick 
substitution of the tenderest 
tributes to his personal worth by 
partisans of governmental 
principles diametrically opposed 
to his own is a most impressive 
spectacle. 

A stranger strolling leisurely 
through a local cemetery came 
away concluding that all the good 
people of that community must be 
dead because during his stay 
there he had not heard the living 
inhabitants speak any good words 
of each other. A celestial visitor 
to the United States who came to 
profit by the customs and ex- 
periences of its people might 
likewise conclude that there were 
no Great Americans save the 
dead ones, if he should visit the 
American Congress. 

That event of nature scarcely 
secondary in consequence to the 
one of earthly birth and the 
complement thereto has not in- 
stantly crowned Colonel 
Roosevelt with Sainthood. He is 
still the same individual he was on 
earth in so far as actual character 
is concerned. 

What he now enjoys has been 
laid up for him by his manner of 
life among his fellow men here. 
He now knows something of the 
basic truth of Spiritualism in that 
he has made his happiness or 
unhappiness in the realm where 
he now dwells in just that degree 
to which he has obeyed or 


disobeyed Nature's Psychic laws. 
The suffering and blood of neither 
beast nor man have redeemed 
him from the consequences of 
willful wrong doing or deliberate 
omissions of known duties. The 
criterion for his rewards is now 
the motives on which he acted 
and not the ignorance he wanted 
to, but did not, overcome, nor the 
forgetfulness unwelcome, but 
lurking in the inherent nature of 
the human mind. 

“If every man's life is a plan of 


God" the Colonel must have found 
the pattern handed him neither all 
pain nor all pleasure for he ac- 
cepted his assigned or acquired 
lot as a "serious business, to be 
entered upon with courage and in 
a Spirit of self sacrifice." 

Restless in temperament, 
impulsive in speech and action, 
plain spoken in expression and 
courageous in undertakings 
where faint heartedness would 
have courted failures, some of his 
public achievements will endure 
aslong as our Republic shall last 
and the minds of succeeding 
generations of Americans con- 
tinue to remember. 

He played the game of politics 
with a tactful leadership that 
compelled a machine politician of 
his own party to admit that Mr. 
Roosevelt'S popularity with the 
plain people was so great that 
they sought to get rid of him by 
kicking him upstairs into the Vice 
Presidency, whence he became 
ruler of our nation at McKinley's

It seems surprising that his 
intense Americanism should have 
led him to adopt complaisant 
quietude towards an exotic 
system of religion bitterly op- 
posed to the separation of Church 
and State and bent upon complete 
disintegration of the American 
Free Public School System.

Bureau of 
Phenomenal Evidence 


Spiritualism differs from all 
other religions in that it is 
evidential rather than traditional. 

The National Association has 
felt for a long time that the im- 
perative need of our cause along 
its scientific side was the 
collection and preservation of 
well attested mediumistic facts. 
The leaders of our movement 
have seen the need of our doing 
within our ranks the same kind of 
work which the Society for 
Psychic Research has been doing 
outside our ranks. Accordingly, 
at the Waldorf Convention the 
National Association established 
the Bureau of Phenomenal 
Evidence with the undersigned as 
its Curator. 

The object of this Bureau is to 
collect and preserve as a matter 
of permanent record, open to 
hostile as well as friendly critics, 
clear and exact statements of 
mediumistic phenomena sup- 
ported by affidavits of witnesses. 

The Bureau invites all 
Spiritualists of America to 
correspond with the Curator or 
with any of his assistants named 
below, calling attention to any 
striking or unusual mediumstic 
experience, having in mind the 
need of collecting those kinds of 
experiences which preclude the 
possibility of telepathy as an 
explanation. It is quality and not 
quantity of evidence that the 
Bureau seeks during the first few 
years of its activities. 

The rules governing the ad- 
mission of evidence adopted by 
the National Board are as follows: 

1.—Only cases of exceptional 
evidential value can be accepted. 

2.—Phenomena must have 
occurred within two years of date 
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3.—No hearsay evidence ad- 
mitted. Persons testifying must 
have actual personal knowledge 
of the facts stated, and all 
statements must be accompanied 
by sworn affidavit. 
4.—There must 
corroborative testimony. 
9.—Statements must be strictly 
confined to a concise recital of the 
facts, entirely excluding all 
theorizing and personal opinion. 
6.—If the phenomena be of a 
physical nature, such material 
exhibits as practicable must 
accompany the statement. 
7.—Statements must contain: 

(a) Date of occurence. 

(b) Town, county and state. 

(c) Names and post office 
addresses of the medium and all 
principal witnesses. 

(d) Whether at private 
residence, and whose, and 
whether for anyone’s financial 
benefit. 

(e) Such a description of the 
conditions under which the 
phenomena occurred as would 
preclude the hypothesis of fraud; 
and if in darkness what 
precautions were taken against 
confederates of medium. 

(f) Where phenomena con- 
sists of verbal message, words of 
message, if possible, otherwise 
the substance. 

(g) Where the message may 
be verified by concurrent or 
subsequent events and facts, such 
events and facts. 

8.—In their final form 
statements should be typewritten, 
if possible, on one side only of 
plain white paper, sheets of 
standard size, 814 in. by 1l in., 
numbered consecutively, and 
have margins of two inches at the 
top and one and a half inches at 
the left of each sheet.

Rarely does communication 
between friends exist without the 
words “Did You Know..." and 
usually the answer of astonish- 
ment is “Really”. 

As a National Spiritualist 
Teacher and friend, I feel it a 
necessity to ask you that very 
question, 'Did you know our 
Religion, Science and Philosophy 
of Spiritualism is the foundation 
of all religions?" It is a fact. 
Perhaps it is not realized for the 
name Spiritualism had not been 
assigned to the philosophy that 
was the foundation and stepping 
stones of the ancients. 

For instance, Did You Know the 
foundation of the National 
Religion of EGYPT was based on 
communication with the Spirit 
world? The art of healing was 
also performed in the sleep 
temple. Interesting enough, one 
was required to anoint ones eyes 
with oil before entrance to the 
temple to prevent blindness from 
the brightness of the Spirit lights. 

The first parapsychological 
experience to take place in 
GREECE was during the sixth 
century. The Pythorgorains 
developed the concept of ‘har- 
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mony of the spheres' and un- 
derstood man's cosmic soul 
origin as reality. Socrates 
claimed ‘‘the prophetic voice has 
been heard by me throughout my 
life.” 

In Rome, we find Galen the 
Father of Medicine, turning to the 
philosophy of Spirit guides as 
mediators between God and man. 
This came about as the result of 
communication while in the 
dream state of consciousness. 

We find prior to 873A.D.Kindi, of 
ARABIA, recognized man’s 
psychic vision being heightened 
when the soul dismisses the 
senses. 

The Sufi tradition and 
philosophy originated in PERSIA. 
Exploring the mind and the soul 
of things resulted from story 
telling, dancing, and singing. 
This technique developed com- 
munication with the higher 
realms. 

The Hindu culture invaded 
INDIA in 1500 B.C. The belief was 
founded in the awakening of 
certain psychic abilities during 
the developmental process of 
yoga. 


From CHINA, Lao Tsu in 630B.C. 


stated ‘‘There is perfect balance 
which lies with each individual 
(Spirit). Meditation was con- 
sidered necessary in order to 
separate the Spirit from the body 
and travel independently. Taoism 
aligns itself with acupuncture. 
Healing aligns itself with the I 
Ching. These vital energies date 
back to 200 BC. Ancestor worship 
and seeking the counsel of the 
Spirit World was and is required 
today prior to making any major 
decisions. 

At eventide in JAPAN, an- 
cestral Spirits and those newly 
departed gather in an appointed 
place to receive offerings from 
admiring loved ones on the earth 
plane. It is believed the Spirit side 
of life takes a deep interest in the 
mundane affairs of the earth 
plane. 


The HEBREWS demonstrate, 
communication with Spirit in all 
of their activities. In Judisp 
altered states of consciousness 
are expressed in prayers, Chants 
healing, speaking in tongues, ang 
fastings. 

Throughout the teachings of 
CHRISTIANITY, the demon. 
strated psychic abilities of Jesus 
the Wayshower prevail. He 
healed the sick, assisted the 
women at the well with private 
counsel, demonstrated 
dematerialization and levitation 
before his disciples and taught 
clearly the effects of the Natural 
Law of the universe. 

With these teachings in mind 
we turn to the text book of 
knowledge in our religious world 
today, the Bible.

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Spiritualism in Foreign Lands 
in the 19th Century By Priscilla M. Clough 


The Progressive  Thinker 
published in Chicago January 6, 
1894 vouched for a letter from 
“The Revue Spirite", April 22, 
regarding the photography of a 
spirit, witnessed by Jose Maria 
Silva, Captain in the Royal 
Portuguese Navy. 

Two photographic proofs were 
obtained the 12th and 13th of April 
at the home of Mr. Albert Bossolo, 
a Portuguese medium. After two 
sittings efforts were crowned with 
success. The spirit, Katty set the 
scene for her own picture and 
gave orders. At the first meeting 
the medium's mother and wife 
were present. Mr. Bossolo 
counted three seconds for the 
necessary photographic  ex- 
posure. 

The room was lighted by a 
magnesium flare, a kerosene 
lamp and a candle. After the 
process was complete, the 
photographic plate was immersed 
in a chemical for development. 

On the 19th of April, a picture of 
Katty's face developed on the 
plate. Ten persons, 
witnessed the phenomena at the 
sitting, and only one individual 
had any doubts. He was invited to 
examine the paraphenalia so that 
he might testify to the authen- 
ticity of the occurrence. He did so 
and it is on record that this was 
the first spirit photograph to 
make its appearance in Portugal. 

In addition to “La Revue 
Spirite’’, the “La Lumiere”, was 
published in France by Lucie La 
Grange. 

In “Die Ubersinliche Welt,” a 
Spiritual paper in Berlin, then 
part of Prussia, it carried a 
description of two materialization 
seances at The Sphinx, 
Vereinigany with Mrs. D.E. of 
Gottenburg of Sweden, mention 
was made in “The Progressive 
Thinker". The Sphinx Society 
later invited this lady to test her 
powers. Results of the in- 
vestigation are not known. 

“La Buena Nueve,” still another 
publication came from Sanctus 
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Spiritus, Cuba, while *“Verdale e 
Luz" represented Southern 
Brazil. From Italy developed the 
*Annali dello Spiritismo", an 
excellent monthly conducted by 
Niceforo Filate. 

Around 1860, from Italy a new 
book titled Choses Vraies made 
its appearance in Europe written 
by the Duchess de la Torre, Cuban 
wife of Marshal Serrano, Captain 
General of Cuba in the sixties. 
The Duchess reported the events 
leading to her husband’s death, 
relayed them to her grandson, 
Lopez Dominiquez that his 
grandfather was seriously ill after 
a sickness of twelve months. 
Receiving this information, 
General Dominiquez went to Mr. 
Canovas, President of the Council 
of Ministers to ask that his 
grandfather's body be interred in 
a church as was the tradition in 
honoring other marshals of the 
period. 

Alfonso XII at Pardo, Spain, 
refused the request of General 
Dominiquez but offered the 
general the courtesy of the royal 
castle, during his stay in Madrid. 
Full military honors were 
automatically to be awarded the 
Captain General. 

Serrano linguered and one 
morning, after a dose of morphine 
suddenly arose, stood erect and 
shouted, “Make Haste. Let an 
officer mount a horse and hurry 
off to Pardo. The king is dead." 
“Falling back, he fainted but 
after a sedative again cried out, 
*My division, My sword! The king 
is dead’ ’’. 

At this time, the king’s body had 
been transported from Pardo, so 
subsequently, Serrano could not 
be the recipient of the honors 
promised. 

As the king was alone when he 
died, no one could possibly have 
communicated to Serrano the 
exact hour of his demise. The 
Duchess because of this stoutly 
maintained that her husband was 
controlled by spirit as he had no 
other way of contact on earth.

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mind as much of the time as 
possible ---One thinks better, 
makes better decisions and, is 
generally much happier in all 
things he does. 

Further when a person is 
spiritually out of tune he tends to 
feel restless, unhappy with 
himself yet unable to put his 
finger on the problem. He feels 
that there is moreto life than what 
he is getting from it. This 
downbeat seems to affect his 
entire mental approach to 
everything. 

A word about problems here. So 
what if a person is mentally, 
physically, and spiritually in tune. 
Does this mean that he is problem 
free. Absolutely, unequivocably 
not! It means that the individual 
will better equipped to meet those 
problems if and when they arise. 

It is nearly impossible to go 
through any day without facing 
some problem. In fact, I think I 
must have about ten every day. 
This is just a part of living! 
Therefore one must be fit and hold 
all things in balance so he can 
resolve effective solutions and not 
fall apart whenever a problem 
does arise. Mental collapse 
drains too much energy from the 
individual...makes him  inef- 
fective in what he does. 

Each day when a person arises 
he should thank God for another 
day of life and the opportunities it 
offers. He should rejoice and be 
glad in it. If at all possible before 
the multitude of tasks begin one 
should pause for perhaps five to 
twenty minutes of meditation to 
get the mind in order and the head 
on straight. It is utterly amazing 
the difference in the way a day 
goes if one meditates before 
beginning the day. 

Sometimes in the course of 
spiritual development one goes 
through periods where progress 
seems blocked or appears to have 
come to a halt. During these times 
take time for self-evaluation. See 
where you have been, where you 
are going, and why perhaps, you 
feel that you have come to a halt 
in your spiritual growth. It may 
be a time for assimilation...- 
draining the bucket so to speak so 
that you can refill it with 


spiritual growth. To be sure 
patience in this time is sorely 
needed. One may feel depressed, 
shed some tears and experience 
mental pain. As my earthly 
spiritual teacher, Rev. Anna 
Franz, and other teachers have 
said, “One cannot rush sound 
spiritual growth." 

It is true that during these times 

it may seem that you have 
been given extra pressing bur- 
dens and problems. Remember 
one thing...the Lord never allows 
burdens greater than one can 
bear. It is during these trying 
periods that real spiritual growth 
can take place, if one allows it to 
happen. One can look at problems 
as a blessing in disguise. How 
could one progress if everything 
were a bed of roses. It is very 
easy to be pleasant and nice when 
all is going well and exactly the 
way one wants things to happen. 

This is where it is necessary for 
one to have a firm philosophy of 
life that allows one to roll with the 
punch..to learn within to be 
content no matter what type of 
situation develops is quite a task. 
Ittakes some time and experience 
at living to Jearn how to do this. 

If a person makes a mountain 
out of every mole hill, then his 
evergy is constantly sapped and 
he will be unable to meet 
problems effectively. | A good 
point to remember is the value of 
reading something spiritual 
during these troublesome 
periods...do it daily and seek out 
and talk with other highly 
spiritual individuals and, of 
course, meditate on any pressing 
problem. 

Some people say that it is dif- 
ficult to meditate during these 
periods but this is the very time 
one needs it the most. It is 
through meditation that one may 
derive the needed solutions to his 
difficulties. 

So in summing up, it is im- 
portant that a person keep himself 
finely tuned for a number of 
reasons. His sense of timing is 
then better and he can take ad- 
vantage of opportunities, have 
better personal relationships, feel 
better generally, and make more 
efficient decisions.

Then we do ourselves a 
grave injustice and God a grave 
dis-service. For He has given 
each of us a mind with which to 
think and as we develop our 
spiritual qualities our thinking 
processes should also develop into 
more harmoneous and positive 
vibrations. A free thinker is not 
one who rants and raves his 
judgement, his disagreements or 
disapproval but who has reached 
the point in his own Spiritual 
growth to refuse to accept the 
negative and to inject the positive 
which harmonizes and heals all 
discord. 

We must love one another. We 
must love the individualized spirit 
of Spirit within each of us for if we 
cannot love the individualized 
spirit how can we love the 
Universal Spirit? But we are not 
told that we must also like one 
another? Here we must learn not 
to react to the characteristics of 
personality but to the plain fact 
that each of us is in a position to 
judge the degree of understanding 
of another. Those with whom we 
cannot harmonize we must set 
free of our judgement and set 
ourselves free of that influence. 

Spiritualism frees the in- 
dividual as no other religion does. 
In other religions it is taken for 
granted that the minister is the 
most spiritually developed and 
that conditions or situations af- 
fecting each member of the 
congregation is the will of God...It 
is God's will that Mrs. Jones is 
sick...that little Mary is a crip- 
ple...that Mr. Smith is a very 
successful business man...Mr. X. 
is a failure. We as Spiritualist 
know better. The seventh 
statement in our declaration of 
principles states; “We affirm the 
moral responsibility of the in-

dividual, and that he makes his 
own happiness or unhappiness as 
he obeys or disobeys Nature's 
physical and spiritual laws. ‘‘So 
we can blame nothing that is 
negative or disagreeable on 
“God's Will''. We know it makes 
no difference what experience we 
must go through. What does 
matter is our attitude while going 
through it. We know that our 
spiritual growth is dependant only 
on our own desire and willingness 
to work with our teachers and to 
be used as instruments of the 
higher forces. 


There should be no room for 
jealousy among us. Therefore it 
is not what someone else does or 
has but what we do with what we 
have. Whether we are willing to 
allow the acitivity of our own God 
Consciousness to express within, 
through and for us or we have not 
yet reached the point where our 
own selfwill must dominate our 
life and affairs. 


It is not meant that we should 
not express our disagreement or 
our disapproval of some idea, or 
action that someone makes or 
wants to make but it does mean 
that once we have expressed it we 
should follow it up with positive 
action. Very often disagreements 
become serious only because we 
refuse to make an effort to un- 
derstand the other persons point 
and make no effort to make the 
other person understand our point 
of view.
